Professor Irving Fisher of Yale is 
one of the most energetic of the many 
“intellectuals” who 
have 
declared 
themselves for Cox. 
If a good pro­ 
portion of the others had worked as 
actively as Professor Fisher in behalf 
of the Democratic cause, Mr. Hard­ 
ing’s candidacy would have suffered 
even more than it has in the reaction 
against him due to his scrapping of the 
League at the behest of the Bitter-end­ 
ers.

How many Missouri farmers 
realize how small a portion of the 
taxes paid by them goes into the 
State revenue fund? 
J.et us see how the farmers of 
Missouri* have heretofore been 
taxed 
for ?tate purposes, and 
what the farmers of Illinois have 
paid. 
In the State of Illinois property 
is listed for taxation. at its full 
value, but is assessed at one-half 
of such value. 
In Missouri the 
counties, by custom, have hereto­ 
fore assessed property at one- 
third of its full value; therefore, 
the basis for the valuation of prop­ 
erty for taxable purposes iii the 
two states was practically the 
same. 
Illinois, in 1917, levied 55 cents 
On the 5100 for State taxes, for all 
purposes, but returned JO1/* cents 
of this to tile counties for the pur­ 
pose of public schools, leaving 
38^4 cents for State revenue. 
Missouri iii 1911 levied J8 cents 
on the $100 for the State taxes for 
all purposes, but returned 5 cents 
of this to the counties for the pur­ 
pose of public schools, I cent went 
for State interest, and 2 cents for 
the new Capitol building, leaving 
IO cents for State revenue for cur­ 
rent expenses. 
So, a fanner in 
Illinois, who owned a farm and 
farm property worth $10,000, was 
assessed on $3,333 and paid into 
the State treasury for State re ve­ 
nin1 for current expense 38^4 cents 
on tile hundred dollars, or 812.92. 


Tile farmer in Missouri who 
owned a farm and farm property 
worth $10,000 was assessed on 
$3,333 and paid into the State 
treasury for State revenue, for 
current expense, IO cents oil the 
hundred dollars, br $3.33—$9.50 
less than was paid by the farmer 
in Illinois. 
In other words, the 
Illinoisan paid f o r the current ex­ 
penses of his State government 
nearly four times as much as the 
Missourian paid for the same pur­ 
pose. 
These figures prove that the 
Missouri farmer, under 
Demo­ 
cratic administration, has a big 
advantage on the Illinois farmer, 
and the same may be proven as 
to Iowa and Kansas, two other 
Republican states, on our north 
and west borders.

“Fontanelle” 
played 
by 
James 
O’Neill, 
and 
Countess Roudina’ written in col­ 
laboration with Paul Rester. 
In 1893, Mrs. Jrtske consented to 
appear as Nora 
in Ibsen's 
“Doll 
House.” Her success 
was so in­ 
spiring that it determined her re­ 
turn to the stage. She resumed her 
career with an unparalleled devo­ 
tion to the highest ideals of 
the 
theatre, wielding thereafter 
thru 
the intellectual quality of lier art, 
through the power of her example, 
an influence 
of 
the 
American 
drama that has stimulated its fin­ 
est aspirations. 
In her first tour as “Mrs. Fiske,” 
she used “A Doll’s House,” “Caes 
erine,” “Divoreons,” 
and 
“Marie 
Delroche.” 
In her second season 
she took the public by storm with 
“Tess.” After a series 
of lesser 
plays, she created the greatest sen­ 
sation of her career in the drama­ 
tization of “Becky Sharp.” 
With 
her portrayal of this difficult and 
provoking role, Mrs. Fiske 
wrote 
herself as she did 
with 
“Tess,” 
brilliantly and indelibly 
into 
the 
annals of the American theatre. 
In the following years of her ca­ 
reer Mrs. Fiske 
periodically 
re­ 
turned to Ibsen, producing “Hedda 
Gabbler,” 
“Rosmersholm,” 
and 
“The Pillars of 
Society,” demon­ 
strating by each achievement 
an 
uncanny intuition into those sub- 
'leties of character and psychology 
that place the women of Ibsen ut­ 
terly beyond the reach of an act­ 
ress who is not equipped with the 
rarest degree of perception. 
For 
this reason comparison being the 
inevitable habit of critics and thea-*J 
tregoers, it often happens that Mrs. 
Fiske receives the highest tributes 
of her career when some other act­ 
ress essays Ibsen.

which

and no person holding any other office of 
trust or profit (national guard officers, 
school directors, justices of the peace and 
notaries public excepted) shall be eligible 
to be elected a delegate to the conven­ 
tion nor during the term for which he 
shall have been elected or appointed.
